The touring season is at hand, and the 
fact that, many motorists will want to take 
their cars across the Channel emphasises the 
importance of the triptygue system, by which 
motorists can obtain facilities for leaving and 
returning to Southern Ireland without in 
curring liability for payments under the 
tariff scheme. 

A member or associate of the Roya) Irish 
Automobile Club has an undoubted advantage. 
By depositing £100 with the club and giving 
a banker’s guarantee for the difference between 
that sum and the full amount of the duty on 
his car, he can obtain a pass which relieves 
him of all trouble and anxiety.

They are most useful works of refer- 
ence and are indispensable to insurance com- 
panies and members of the trade. The books 
give details of. the specification of virtually 
every model sold in this country for the years 
1912 to 1923, inclusive. There are a few gaps 
here and there, and in a few cases, in defer- 
ence to. the manufacturers’ wishes, chassis 
numbers have been withheld. It is difficult to 
understand what objection can be raised to the 
publication of this information, and I hope 
that in future the manufacturers will withdraw 
their ban and enable Messrs. Fletcher to 
publish a complete book of reference. 


A Look Back. 


Glancing through the index of motor cars, I 
was struck by the fact that, when regarded 
part by part, the typical car of 1923 differs 
very slightly in essential details from ite 
prototype of pre-war days. Nearly all the cars 
which appeared after the war embodying novel 
features in their design—and they were legion 
—have disappeared and ee their makers 
with them into oblivion, prophecy that 
after four or five years’ non-production a super- 
vehicle which would place the 1914 mode! 
completely in the shade would make its ap- 
pearance has not been fulfilled. Designs show 
no sensational change; all the old makes of 
repute are still to the fore, and the new manu- 
facturing. firms that have come into existence 
are working on conventional lines. Of course, 
improvements have been introduced, but they 
are merely improvements in detail. All this 
shows, I think, that the British motor in- 
dustry is in a healthy condition ; that it rests 
on a sure and firm foundation. 


Mass Production. 


Present-day prices compare favourably with 
pre-war prices, and in some cases are consider- 
ably lower. It is not easy to explain how this 
has been achieved. The talk about mass pro- 
duction is mostly nonsense. Methods and

plant have been jmproved, and costs have been 
reduced thereby! but, with one or two notable 
exceptions, anything in the nature of mass 

roduction, as it is understood in the United 

tates, has not been approached in Great 
Britain. The greatest advance, i think, has 
been in the reduction of weight and the pro- 
duction oí the modern high speed, high effi- 
ciency engine. From a given size and weight 
of engine to-day we can obtain almost double 
the work that would have been expected even 
in 1914. Thus the 12 h.p. car of to-day is a 
better performer than the 16 h.p. car of a few 
years back, and is quite a suitable vehicle for 
the family man.

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BANKING SYSTEM. 
EVIDENCE AT'COMMISSION ON 
AGRICULTURE, 

At yesterday’s sitting of the Agricultural 
Commisison in Dublin, Professor Drew pre- 
siding, Mr. Lionel Smith-Gordon, managing 
director, National Land Bank, giving evi- 
dence, said that he had already submitted a 

statement on the matter of finance. 

On the Chairman ‘stating that there had 
been evidence to the effect that joint stock 
banks charged a higher rate of interest to 
farmers than did other barks, the witness 
said that he could not speak for other banks, 
but he did not think they charged a very 
high rate of interest, except where they did 
not like the security given. He thought that 
it was likely that such a statement arose 
from some particular farmer being charged a 
high rate of interest because he did not keep 
his accounts satisfactorily. 

Continuing, the witness said that the 
National Land Bank made loans to co-opera- 
tive societies to buy large estates and split 
them up. For the first year of the bank’s 
existence they. did practically nothing but 
that. Latterly, owing to the conditions in the 
country, there had not been much of that 
class of business done. 

With regard to the system of co-operative 
farming in Italy, Mr. Smith-Gordon said 
that in nine cases out of ten the land was 
owned by a union. Men who were not other- 
wise employed worked on these farms, and 
the produce was heid in common. Witness 
did not think that the system would be par- 
ticularly suitable to Ireland. 

In answer to further questions, he said 
tHat the whole banking system should be over- 
hauled, sooner or later, as it was essential that 
some changes should be made. 


Mr. Herbert G. Smith, M.A., LL.D., Seecre. 


tary to the Departmental Committee on Agri- 
cultural Credit, which sat-in 1912, was ex- 
amined, and gave the Commission the results 
of various inquiries of the former Committee, 
and also submitted evidence as to the working 
of loan fund societies. 

The Commission adjourned until to-morrow.

Mr. O'Brien 's Case. 

Not íor the first time a British Govern- 
ment has acted under a wrong conception 
of law and has involved, itself thereby 
in disconcerting consequences. The Law

tions, to deport suspected persons to this |

MR. LLOYD GEORGE. 
QUARREL WOULD BE 
CALAMITY. 


Mr. Lloyd George said that he rose to ex- 
press his satisfaction at the announcement 
whith had just been made. A quarrel be- 
tween two great peoples who had made com- 
mon. sacrifices, whatever the cause might be, 
would be a calamity. He should say nothing 
that would cause the slightest embarrassinent 
to any party that entered into these negotia- 
tions, and would forego any criticism he in- 
tended to make on the documents which had 
passed. , Ae 

They were apt to discuss Russia in terms 
of Western civilisation. That was.a funda- 
mental error When they came to the ques- 
tion of propaganda, it was not altogether 
Bolshevik; it was Russian. Up to 1904 
Russia spent large sums, of money out of 
her Secret Service in anti-British propaganda. 
Then there was the Reval meeting. A new 
understanding was established, and from that 
moment propaganda ceased. Was there not a 
lesson in that? 

The first essential preliminary to cessation 
of the propaganda in the East was to re- 
establish some sort of understanding. When 
they came to meet these people, there was 
not much difference between Czarist and 
Bolshevik when they came to foreign policy. 
Tchitcherin was not a revolutionary in the 
ordinary sense of the term. He was as greet 
an aristocrat as Lord Curzon. (Laughter.) 

Bolshevism was something evanescent. No 
country could keep up to such a temperature 
without perishing, and the Bolsheviste would 
evolve and develop into Russian Imperialists, 
They were doing it now. It was the same 
old Russia that they were up against—the old 
Russia Britain was alweys airaid of. sé 

He begged the Government to take full 
advantage of the opportunity of conversation 
with’ M. Krassin, though Russians were not 
easy to negotiate with. He gave a serious 
warning to both parties’ Let them take into 
account the grave condition of ethe world. 
[t was not a world in which to drop matches. 
“ Ultimatum ' bad a very nasty sound after 
1914. He hoped that it would not.be used 
again. He was glad the Under Secretary 
repudiated the word. : ! 
Thousands of miles oí frontier were In a 
very dangerous condition. He. begged the 
Government not to add to the tronbles of the 
world, but to forego their prejudices. If 
there was a quarrel with Russia he was not 
sure what might happen. If they cut off 
communications with Rassia they threw re- 
volution back on its own resources. There 
were dangerous men in Russia who would 
welcome @ defiant reply from the Govern- 
ment. He begged t Government when 
thev entered the conference to see that real 
peace was established with Russia.

SURPRISED BY SOLDIERS 
AT DAYBREAK.

The National Army Headquarters, Dublin, 
yesterday issued the following official report :— 

““A party of troops from Naas area, operat- 
ing in the hills about Ballymount district, 
surrounded a house about 4 a.m. to-day, and 
were proceeding to close in on the building, 
when fire was opened on the troops from 
within. 

“The troops replied to the fire, and a short 
engagement ensued, in the course of , which 
Plunkett, the leader of the party of Irregulars 
in the house, was shot dead. 

“The Irregulars, numbering twelve, in ad- 
dition to their leader, surrendered and were 
made prisoners. ' 

“ With the party the following war material 
was captured :—Ten rifles, two Thompson guns, 
and a quantity of ammunition.”’ i 

A further official report issued by the 
National Army Publicity Department last 
night states :— 

‘“‘ Later details regarding the capture of an 
Irreguiar column in the County Wicklow, 
show that fourteen Irregulars were captured, 
and the leader, named Plunkett, killed:

HOW PLUNKETT WAS SHOT. 


Our Naas Correspondent writes:—On 
Tuesday morning a party of National forces, 
numbering five officers and twenty-nine men, 
left Naas in a further endeavour to ‘ round- 
up a party of armed men in the Wicklow 
hills, south of Blessington, who have been 
giving: considerable trouble for some time, 
their operations consisting chiefly of frequent 
swoops on Dunilavin and other villages. 

The troops proceeded in tenders via Bail; - 
more‘Eustace and Hollywood, and. having 
reached the hills, left the motors and went 
on foot by a road running parallel with the 
‘main road from Hollywood to Laragh and 
Rathdrum. 

About half a mile from Hollywood, and 
well up in the mountains—half a mile to 
the south of Gronabeg achoolhonse—is a 
small farmhouse, scarcely perceivable from 
the road, amidst the boulders of the moun- 
tain-side. This house being espied by the 
troops m the light of early morning, they 
decided to search it. As the soldiers ap- 
proached the cottage a man was seen in the 
doorway, and the troops believed that he 
had a rifle in his hand. 

The soldiers decided to rush the. hovse, 
and the rush was led by an officer The’ latter 
had approached to within about fifteen yards 
of the house when a man appeared 
at the door, and, covering the- officer 
with a rifle, fired, . marrowly missing 
him. The officer replied with his. revolver and 
then threw himself to the ground, alike for 
safety and to enable his men coming up bé- 
hind to open fire. 

The troops at once fired on the heuse, and 
a vigorous reply was made from rifles and 
Thompson guns. Meanwhile an encireling 
movement was being carried out by the troops. 
The occupants believing, evidently, that the 
soldiers had reached the roof of the cottage, 
volley after volley was fired at the roof from 
within.  Lewis-gua and rifle-fire was main- 
tained by the soldiers, and a sharp exchange 
developed, lasting nearly a quarter. of an hour, 
after which a man’s voice called from the 
house demanding that the women should be 
allowed to leave. The troops at once ceased 
fire, and two women—mother and danghter— 
the ordinary residents of the house, emerged. 

A THOMPSON GUN, 

Within a few seconds after their exit a man, 
who was armed with a Thompson gun, rushed 
from the house, and fire was opened on him 
by the troops. . The man dropped with a 
bullet through one of his eyes and another 
bullet in the side of his head. 

A little later twelve men came ont of the 
house with their hands up, and they were 
taken prisoners. They stated, in reply to the 
military, that the dead man who lay in front 
of the house was named Plunkett, but they 
did not know or refused to give his 
Christian name. He was examined by the 
officers of the party, but was found to be 
beyond human aid, death having been instan- 
taneous. 

In a search of the house the troops found, 
in addition to the arms, ete., mentioned in 
the official report, a number of pocket books, 
and a pair of binoculars bearing the name of 
“Lady Milbank,” which was the name of 
Lady Bryan Mahon before her second mar- 
riage. The binoculars had been taken from 
her home at Mullaboden when it was burned 
a couple of months ago. 

The prisoners, all of whom were badly 
wanted men, and some of whom had escaped 
from the Curragh, were taken to Naas mih- 
tary barracks. 

Tho dead body of Plunkett was also taken 
to Naas. He is said to have been a native 
of Cootehill. Co. Cavan, and a second cousin of 
Frank Aiken, the present Republican '' Chief 
of Staff.” He was apparently a man of 
about 26 or 28 years of age, and was over 
6 feet in height. , 

Two of the prisoners, named Miley, were 
captured in another house after the shooting. 
No arms were found on them. 

The troops had no casualties, and none of 
the prisoners was injured during the en- 
counter.

In connection with the statement made in 
the House of Commons yesterday, that the 
British Government had requested the Irish 
Free State Government to hand over the 
British prisoners at present interned in 
Mountjoy Prison, Dublin, it is understood 
that arrangements are being made to comply 
with the request at the earliest possible 
moment. . ! 

For reasons which are obvious, the Free 
State Government desires to maintain as 
much: secrecy as possible concerning the time 
of the departure of the prisoners. 

Following the round-up of the prisoners in 
Great Britain, the majority of them were 
placed on Warships at Holyhead and brought 
to the North Wall. In all probability the 
same mode of transit will be employed in 
their return to Great Britain.

Mr. Baldwin said that it would be beat to 
await, the bill, which he hoped would be in 
the Vote Office at latest on Thursday morning. 

Mr. Jack Jones—What is going to be the 
fate of the prisoners now in Ireland? Are 
they going to be released? (Ministerial cries 
of “ Your friends.’’) 

Mr. Jones—Many of them are, and I am 
proud of it. ; 

Sir John Simon asked whether the title of 
the bill would enable provisions such as he 
bed suggested to be inserted. 

Mr. Baldwin said that he would answer 
that question if it bite Pg down. 

Mr. Macdonald asked the Home Secretary 
what. he now propesed to do with the de- 
ported prisoners, whether he proposed to re- 
lease them at once, and to’ consider compen- 
sation for them. | 

Mr. Bridgeman, who was received with 
loud cheers from the Ministeria! Benches, 


said—The Court of Appeal have held that 
there is no powe?t under the Restoration of 
Order jn Ireland Regulations to arrest per- 
sons in this country for internment m the 
Free State. In view of this decision, from 
which the House ot Lords have held there is 


the Government to request the Free State 
Government to return the prisoners to this 
country. This requést is being made, and in 
view of the assurances which the Free State 
Government has already given I have no 
doubt it will be complied with. The Govern- 
ment are considering tie question of proceed- 
ing on A criminal charge against certain of 
the internees.

Mr. Lansbury asked whether the Indemnity 
Bill would include a clause indemnifying 
the victims of this outrage.

Mr. Bridgeman—The question of compensa- 
tion will be considered, but I cannot give an 
answer now. 

Mr. B. Riley—Will the deportees be de- 
‘livered to their relatives in thie country at 
the Government’s expense ? 

Mr. Bridgeman—I must await the reply 
from the Free State Government before I can 
answer. (Labour cries of *‘Oh.’’) I am pre- 
pared to consider it, but 1 cannot give an 
answer off-harid. ?

NEW YORK, Tuesday. 

One. of the most violent and destructive 
tornados experienced in America in recent 
years is reported from various districts ‘in the 
South-Western States. 

At Hot Springs, Arkansas, the storm was 
followed by a-cloudburst, a flood and a fire, 
and it is teared that the death roll will ex- 
eased fifty. During the height of the storm, 
and while a raging torrent, from six to eight 
feet in depth, was sweeping through the main 
street of the town, the Grand Rapids Hotel 
was struck by lightning and:set on fire. The 
flames quickly spread. to other buildings, 
several of which were destroyed, and for 4 
time the whole city was endangered. Owing 
to the floods. the fire brigade was rendered 
impotent. 

At Colorado, Texas, the tornado, also did 
immense damage, the death rol! being put as 
high as sixty. Nearly all these were drowned 
and carried away by the floods. The destruc- 
tion of crops and farm stock is on an appal- 
ling scale. Road and rail communications are 
cut, and assistance is being. sent to the 
stricken districts by aeroplane. 

The Press Association’s Special «Correspon- 
dent in New York telegraphs :—Reports, s0 
far but meagre, are being received here 
from neighbouring cities describing the scene 
and devastation and disaster at Hot Spring, the 
famous American health resort, when, after 18 
hours’ rain, a cloud burst over the adjacent 
monntains, brought great floods of water 
rushing into the streets, submerged houses, 
and: sent residents and pleasure seekerg fleeing 
to the monnatain sionpes. A fire broke out 
in the centre of the city, and mixed huge 
clonds of smoke with the _ torrential rain.

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INCREASE IN BETTING.

FINES INSUFFICIENT AS 
DETERRENT. 

Before the Committee on Betting in London 
vesterday, the Hon. Trevor Bigham, Assistant 
Commissioner of the Metropolitan Police, in 
the course of some illuminating evidence, de- 
posed to the remarkable recent increase™of 
betting among women, whose children vere 
emnployed as messengers, and hed become 
thoroughly familiarised with. the system. 

A large section of the public, he aaid, sym- 
pathised with betting offenders, and the 
penalties inflicted were insufficient as a real 
deterrent. Imprisonment, which was provided 
for a third offence, was extremely xvare.. A 
very large amount of illegal betting was con- 
ducted: with impunity. ' : 

Generally speaking, accusations against the 
police of cofruption or indifference emanated 
from persons who were themselves interested 
in street betting, and who hoped © thereby 
to .deter the police irom their work or 
to injure a rival. Successful instances of 
bribery of the police were very rare, but. the 
fact that police were liable to such tempta- 
tions was bound to create public distrust, and 
consequently to react upon the efficiency of 
police work. if 

The law was antiquated, obscure, illogical, 
ineffective,» and fell unevenly upon different 
classes of the community. But even if 
repressive laws were re-enacted in a more 
clear and drastic form evasion on a large 
scale would still follow. Therefore, tha wit- 
ness held it was a question for serious con- 
sideration whether it would not be better 
that the law should he directed to the regnia- 
tion of betting rather than to its repression. 

The Committee adjourned to May 31.

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SMOKE SCREENS, 
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ARMY OFFICER CLAIMS AWAI'D 

AS INVENTOR. 
_ A claim in respect of smoke screens for the 
protection of infaniry preferred by Captain 
Heaton Armstrong, an oflicer of the. Deccan 
Horse, was yesterday heard hy the Royal 
Commission on Awards to Inventors, at 
Westminster. 

Counsel for the applicant, said that 
altogether close upon 200,000 smoke candles 
on the lines suggested by the applicant were 
used by the War Office. Captain Armstrong 
did not claim that the idea of a smoke screen 
was new.

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DUBLIN CASTLE CHAPEL, 
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ORIGINAL EDIFICE BLOWN UP IN 
GREAT FIRE. 

* The Chapel of Dublin Castie’’ was the 
litle uf an interesting paper read by the Rev. 
MH. J. Lawlor D.D., at a meeting of the Royal 
Society of Antiquaries of Ireland in Dublin 
3 esterday . 

There was no question, said Dr. Lawlor, 
that there was a chapel in Dublin Castle from 
the very first. Wane mentioned that the 
Castle was completed in 1228, and in 
Henry. III. had approved of the AE cár 
of a certain Radclifie as chaniain, and he was 
ene A the first to administer at the Castle. 

‘hé chapel must, therefore, have been built at 
least as early as 1223. After 1225 they had 
mativ “Indicatiotis that the chapel was well 


' eared for. 


In 1254 the Castle commenced to fall into 
decay. From that year, as far as could 
ascertained, no. repairs were done to the 
chapel for nearly half a century; at all events, 
the chapel was in a bud state at the beginning 


‘After the time of Edward Bruce, however, 
a considerable amount of money was spent in 
repairs to the Castle, and especially in repairs 
to the chapel. In 1338, for instance, mu 
interest was taicen in the chapel itself by the 
civie authorities in Dublin. In 1627 a bishop 
wae consecrated in the chapel, which, the 
lecturer contended, was the old and original 
Loilding. 

Ty 1654 a.great fre at the Castle destroyed 
most of the Viceregal apartments. and in the 
general destruction, and particularly by reason 
of attempts to fight the fire by means of ex- 
plosives, the chapel was demolished.

NORTHERN GOVERNMENT'S

In the Northern House of Commons yester- 
day the Committee stage oí the Education 
Bill was taken. . 

Mr. MeGuffin initiated a discussion on the 
clause relating to the recovery from parents 
of the cost of meals supplied to children, even 
as ‘‘civil debt,” when it was found that the 
parents could afford to pay. He said that it 
was a matter which must be administered 
carefully. All the homes of working-class 
people were not badly administered, and they 
should carefully consider the susceptibilities 
of parents before taking charge of the chil- 
dren. In many cases the family budget might 
not be able to afford payments for one or two 


children at the expense of the rest of the 


family. 

Mr Lynn said that neither the House nor 
the Government wanted to. 
parent. They had, however, to’ face hard 
facts. There were children who were not pro- 
perly fed, and, surely, in such cases some- 
thing ought to be done. 

Lord Londonderry said it should be dis- 
tinctly understood that it was not intended to 
hurt the dignity of parents. There were 
numbers of parents who would almost at 
times be reduced to pauperism through being 
out of work or eed» illness, and he thonght 
that in such cases it would not be good policy 
to have recourse to the poor law assistance. 
The bill contemplated that the educational 
authority would have power to provide meals, 
that full meals would not be supplied 
except in special circumstances, and 
that charges in respect of every meal should 
would be made against parents who would 
be made pay if it was. found they were in a 
position to do so.

DESTITUTE CHILDREN. 


Mr. McGuffin submitted that destitute 
children should be segregated, and that their 
mingling with other children was a source of 
contamination 

Dr. Morrison objected to such a course, on 
the ground of impracticability. At the same 
time, he said, it was unnecessary. 

Mr. McKeown, Parliamentary Secretary ‘to 
the Minister of Education, said that under the 
bill they had full scope to také the necessary 
ne to make provision for children of that 
kind. 

The House then dealt with the clauses re- 
lating to the education of afflicted children. 

Dr. Morrison moved an -amendment that 
it be not necessary for a medical man to be 
specially approved by the Ministry, if he is 
a qualified practitioner, for the certification of 
afflicted children. He said that his amend- 
ment would orevent the creation of new offices 
that would increase the cost of administration. 

Mr. McGuffin said that the medica] man 
should be an authority upon snecial subjects, 
such as mentally defective children. 

Professor Johnstone said that no great 
ability was required to ascertain if a child 
were blind, deaf, or epileptic, while teachers 
would nearly be the ‘best judges of mental 
incapacity. He thought that qualified practi- 
tioners could perform all the duties required. 

Mr. McKeown, Parliamentary Secretary, 
agreed to accept the amendment. 

An amendment was proposed on behalf 0° 
the Ministry, giving education authorities 
power to make arrangements with other 
authorities to provide for afflicted children in 
schogls or institutions certified by the Minis- 
try. 

Mr. Lynn raised the question of the general 
control of the Ministry over institutions for 
teaching afflicted children. 
the Ministry should make provision in a 
central institution for teaching deaf, dumb, 
and blind and other afflicted children, and 
charge the education authorities with the cost. 

Dr. Morrison said that/ if they made pro- 
vision for Protestant deaf, blind, and dumb 
children in central institutions similar provi- 
sion should be made for the Roman Catholic 
portion of the population. That would meet 
with the approval of every section of the 
,0uU86e.

ties would make use of voluntary institutions 
fo? the training of afflicted children, and con.

FISHING INDUSTRY. 


EVIDENCE AT COMMISSION. 


A further session of the Fisheries Com- 
mission, set up by the Free State Minigter 
of Fisheries, to inquire into the necessity for 
imposing further. restrictions on trawling, or 
making new by-laws for the protection and 
improvement of the fisheries between Howth 
and Wicklow Heads, was held at Ringsend 
Technical Schools, Dublin, yesterday. 

John Rackley said that the Ringsend boats 
vere small and could not trawl in water of 
over twelve fathoms. Jt would be practically 
useless for them to go outside the Kish at 
present. 

John Whelan warned the Commissioners 
that if steps were not taken quickly to put 
an end to steam trawling in the bay there 
soon would be an ehd to fishing. The steam 
trawlers, he declared, were the ruin of the 
Irish fishing industry. 

Another witness said that there was very 
little hook fishing in Kingstown, as all the 
fishermen were in the Free State Army. 

Mr. William Field said ‘that it was only 
natural that if the breeding grounds were 
interfered with the fish would never come back 
to themagain. He suggested that steamtrawlers 
should not be allowed to work within five 
miles of the shore 

No evidence was submitted on behalf of 
the steam trawling industry.

George, and, if he could, to reinforce the 
eloquent appeal he had made to, the Govern- 
ment. He felt absolved from the task of 
going into the eiseamail aspects oí con- 
versations between the two Governments, not 
that he was going to stand there as an apolo- 
gist of the Soviet Government, 

He thought that their behaviour through- 
out the whole of these transactions was as 
reprehensible as it was foolish, though he 
should have taken the liberty of questionin 
the wisdom of cutting off the mu cord o 
friendly communication existing between us 
and Russia. He would only enforce what 
hia right hon. friend had said about the true 
aspect of propaganda... He remembered the 
insidious character ef the propaganda carried 
on by the Tsarist Government against vulner- 
able parts of the British Empire in Central Asia 
that was put an end to by an Anglo-Russian 
agreement. It could be, and ought to be, 
done again. - 

They ought to look at things in their proper 
perspective. There was a dangerous and, 
perhaps, inevitable tendency when they 
were accumulating a case to jumble together 
important points with subordinate points and 
group them as though they were all of equal 
significance and call them an “ ultimatum.” 
That did not seem to be the wisest diplomacy. 

The concluding passage of the Under-

TUTANKHAMEN. 


DIFFICULT TRANSPORT 
, PROBLEM.

LUXOR, Tuesday. 

The treasures. found last November by the 
late Lord Carnarvon and Mr. Howard Carter 
in the ante-chamber ‘of the tomb of King 
Tutankhamen, in. the Valley of the Kings, 
began yeste their journey back to civilisa- 
tion, whence were transported. to the 
Royal ,Necropolis thirty-t®o centuries ago. 
On that occasion, when they were carried. in 
rocession up the Valley for burial with the 
ing, their gress would have been sur- 

with much ceremony which, of 
course, has been lacking to-day. 

The original intention was to have the 
objects, carried down to,.the river-side by. 
which was, without doubt, the 
method by which they were originally taken 
up to the Royal ‘Necropolis. It was found, 


} howevér, that the fragile treasures necessitated 


packing ‘cases too heavy for carriage by 
porters ,and it was decided to effect the 
transport, by means of a Decauville railway. 

Most of the principal objects, with many 
subsidiary articles found with or in them, 
in all approximately five hundred, have been 
packed into eighty-nine cases. | 

The work of transport started shortly after 
six o'clock. It had been impossible to lay 
a Decauville track over the whole distance 
down to the river bank, as only a dozen 
lengths of rail, with two.or three curved sec- 
tions» were available, and they had to be used 
in a sort of relay system, the rails being laid 
as far as they. could go, and then. those in 
the rear being taken up and placed in front, 
when the cars were again pushed to ‘the end 
of the track. This was a lengthy process, 
involving much labour. . Owing to the heat 
the cars had to be left half way down the 
canal bank yesterday. ' 

This morning the work was resumed at five 
o'clock, The cars had a somewhat difficult 
time in negotiating the steep incline from the 
cultivated land ta the water's edge, which 
drovped considerably owing’ to the lowness 
of the river, but, by 10 o'clock, the cases, 
which had to be carried across an intervening 
stretch: of water, had been safely stowed on 
board a barge which, towed by a tug, left 
this afternoon with a police guard for Cairo, 
where, as soon as show-cases can: be pro- 
vided, it is intended that such objects aa 
are in a fit condition shall be exhibited. 

Thus another chapter has been closed in 
the sensational history of the Tutankhamen 
discovery., . The story will now not be re- 
sumed until Mr. Carter, who expects to clear 
up all the details this week, and proceed to 
England for a much-needed rest, returns 
early in the autumn to tackle the task of 
removing the canopies in the sepulchral 
chamber which encloses what is believed and 
hoped to be the sarcophagus of King 
Tutankhamen.—7he Times World Copyright.

ACTING OF THE PLAYS IN 
IRELAND. 


“*Shakespeare in the’ Theatre” was the 
subject oí a paper read yesterday afternoon 
by Dr. J. D. A. Johnson at, a meeting of the 
Dublin Branch of the British Empire Shakes- 
peare Society in the Hall of the Royal College 
of Physicians, Kildare street, the occasion 
being the birthday celebration of the great 
poet and dramatis.. 

Letters regretting inability to attend were 
read from the Archbishop of Dublin, the 
Right Hon. Sir D. Plunket Barton, Sir Philip 
and Lady Harson, Dr. Trench, and Dr. and 
Mrs. Daniel. 

Describing the reign of Queen Elizabeth as 
one of the greatest in the history of England 
and the Queen’s accession as highly popular 
with her subjects, Dr. Johnson said it 
was into this England that Shakespeare was 
born, to shed still greater glory on & 
glorious country. When Elizabeth came to 
the Throne she exercised great influence on 
the advancement of pre-Shakespearean drama. 
She was pleasure-loving by nature; fond of 
elaborate, stately ceremonies and sumptuous 
display. In 1583 she appointed her own 
troupe of Queen’s Players following the custom 
by which even in the times of the Miracle 
Play, great lords kept servants to act before 

em. 

Shakespeare was an actor, and so he wrote 
for the stage and gave to the world those 
wonderful works which are not merely a joy 
im the study, but had given infinite pleasure 
to millions of playgoers. The exact year in 
which Shakespeare took up his London life 
was rot certain, but the most general opinion 
was that it was 1586. Valuable documentary 
evidence had been discovered of Shakespeare's 
connection with the Globe and Blackfriars 
‘Theatre, and of his signature to the lease of 
the site on which the Globe Theatre was built. 

Attaching himself to the theatre, Shakes- 
peare made such progress, both as actor and 
as playwright, that in a few years he held 
a prominent place among his fellows. It was 
not known at what theatre he first appeared, 
but tradition gave it as the Red Bull Play- 
house. In any event, the fact that Shakes- 
peare was thought worthy to appear before 
the Queen, with such . admitted eminent 
actors as Kempe and Burbage, showed the 
Fea position he held as an actor in 

594. When, in 1598 , Ben Johnson's “ Every 
Man in His Humour’’ was produced at the 
Globe, the first name on the list of players 
was ‘‘ William Shakespeare,” who played the 
part of “Knowell.’”’ This play was received 
with a chorus of praise, in which Queen 


‘Elizabeth herself joined. About 1611 Shakes. 


peare retired to Stratford and from the stage. 

Having dealt with the staging of Shakes 
peare’s plays in England, Dr. 5, nen turning 
to Ireland, said, although they had records 
of eve being acted in 1538 in what was now 
College Green, Dublin, it was unlikely that 
any of Shakespeare’s plays were acted in Ire- 
land during Shakeipesre’s lifetime, or in the 
disturbed period which immediately preceded 
the Restoration of Charles: II.. In 1692 
Joseph Ashbury, who came to Ireland with 
the Lord Lieutenant, the Duke of Ormonde, 
ingugurated his management of the Smock 
Alley Theatre with a performance of Othello. 
Ashbury did much for the drama in Dublin, 
and when he died in 1720 was succeeded by 
his. son-in-law, Thomas Elrington, who pro- 
duced Richard II, early in his management. 
In February, 1737, Peg Woffington, then 
very young, played Othello in a performance 
at the new theatre in Aungier street, Dublin. 

Having traced the production of Shakes- 
ba plays in Dublin over a long period, 

r. Johnson concluded by saying that in the 
present -century far too little Tachemnentian 
drama had been seen. The Benson Company 
te some visits—the last in 1910. Mr. 
Marsh's touring company, the Compton Com- 
pany, and Mr. Doran’s Company had visited the 
city in recent years. The Diblin branch of the 
British Empire Shakespeare Society. might 
look with pride on the fact that since 1914 
it had given the Dublin public an oppor- 
tunity of seeing “ As You Like It,” “A 
Winter's Tale,” ‘Midsummer Night’s Dream, ' 
“Hamlet,” “The Tempest,’ ‘‘ Twelfth 
Night,” ““Macbheth' ‘‘ Love’s Labour's 
Lost,” and the “ Merry Wives of Windsor,” 
the plays being acted throughout with intelli- 
gence and earnestness. 

At the conclusion of the paper, on the 
motion of the Lord Chief Justice, seconded by 
Mr. William Kennedy, Senior Fellow, Trinity 
College, a hearty vote of thanks to Dr. 
Johnson was passed. 

Recitals from ‘‘Henry VII.” and “The 
Merchant of Venice’’ were then given by Miss 
Flizabeth Young, Mies Eileen Palmer, and 
Mr. Victor Harris, and vocal items were con- 
tributed by Mr. A. E. Smith, a feature of the 
programme which won warm appreciation.

Mr. Padraic O’Maille said that if they ex- 
pected trade and commerce to improve im 
the West, it was all important that the 
Government: should do something towards 
helping to develop this project to establish 
A satlantic on the Western coast. 
The time would. come soon when fast 
steamers would be run between the Free 
State and the Continent of America, and it 
would be a big thing if they had a Western 

rt that could be as a connecting link 
éidir America and Europe. . 

Professor Thomas Walsh, M,D., Chairman 
of Galway Urban. Council and of the Finance 
Committee of the Galway County Council, 
pointed out that if Ireland were left out in 
any trans-oceanic route developments in the 
future the country would be placed in a very 
backward position; whereas @ port in the 
West would establish trade connections with 
Canada, America and the Continent. 

Mr. W. G. Fogarty, Financial Secretary, 
Galway County. Council, said that the matter 
might be regarded under three heads—legisla- 
tive, financial, and public opinion. So far as 
the legislative side was concerned, it meant 
the giving “df a monopoly to somebody—s 
monopoly in an undertaking of extremely 
great public interest that would touch the life 
af the whole of Ireland, and it also had to 
deal in a measure with such social conditions 
as unemployment. With regard to the 
financial side, efforts in regard to Galway as 
a Transatlantic port had been continuous for 
thirty-five years, and it had been demon- 
strated by experts that it was a feasible pro- 
position. (Hear, hear.) : 

Mr. W. N. Binns, B.E., said that Galway 
would at any time be prepared to stand the 
fullest investigation by financial or engineer- 
ing experts. 

THE RAILWAY ASPECT. 

Major Cusack, Chairman of the Midland and 
Great Western Railway of Ireland, said that 
his company would be prepared to assist in 
any way any Transatlantic scheme with its 
terminus at Galway. The: Midland had 
always been extremely sympathetic towards 
this proposal. Any development of the West 
of Ireland would be for the benefit of the 
railway, and it seemed to him that Galway 
was the most suitable port in the West for 
such development, because it was the one 
port that had direct railway communication. 

Mr. M. F. Keogh, General Manager, Mid- 
land and Great Western Railway, said that if 
such a scheme were established in Galway 
or its neighbourhood, the Midland system, as 
it existed to-day, would be able to deal with 
& very large amount of additional traffic, 
and, with the expenditure of a relatively 
small amount of additional capital. It would 
be fully competent to deal with any addi- 
tional traffic that could be foreseen for the 
next fifty years. That, said Mr. Keogh, 
applied to Galway, and to Galway alone. 
A straight through railway line would be one 
of the most important factors in a scheme of 
this magnitude, and Galway already possessed 
the facilities SE would avoid unnecessary 
additional expenditure. 

Mr. O'Connell observed that before the 
Minister replied he would like to point out 
the importance of developing not merely a 
Transatlantic port but a commercial port, 
with a distributing centre, and fishing facili- 
ties in the West, where the problem of finding 
sufficient labour for the population was still 
acute. He felt that it was the duty of the 
Government to afford every encouragement 
in these matters. 

Mr. Nicolls said that Mr. Hogan, the 
Minister for Agriculture, desired him to 
apologise for his non-attendance, as he had to 
be out of town. He desired also to express 
his sympathy with the project which the de- 
putation was urging. . 

Mr. T. J. W. Kenny having spoken, 

Professor Whelehan, in reply, said that 
they undoubtedly had in the West of Ireland 
one of the finest harbours in the world, and 
with development in the future he believed 
the new hope would come to the West. He 
considered that Galway ought to be a dis- 
tributing centre from the Shannon to the sea. 
It had a railway company, to the management 
of which he would like to pay a comphment, 
for during the past twelve months, in times 
of urgency and stress, its management had 
met a critical situation in a most business- 
like and efficient manner. With such a rail- 
way serving Galway and anxious to do svery- 
thing for its development, he could not see 
why it should not become a great centre. 

You have magnificent, natural facilities at 
the port of Galway, continued Professor 
Whelehan, and with a sympathetic’ Govern- 
ment—which I think I can claim the present 
Government to be—I do not see any barner 
whatever to future development, except lack 
of local interest. I can assvre you that nothing 
will give me greater pleasure than to help for- 
ward the future prosperity of Galway and 
of its port. It ought to be a great commercial 
port, and ultimately, even in our own life- 
time, become the great Transatlantic port, 
not merely for ra but for all western 
Furope. Í believe that there are poeaibilities, 
perhaps latent at present, and in the develop- 
ment oí railway and sea-borne traffic, these 
potentialities will ultimately make for the 
development of a great Transatlantic route, 
with its terminus on the west coast of Ire- 
land. I hope that Galway will have its due 
share in the scheme, and, with loca! interest 
and activity as the driving force, you can 
rely upon our sympathetic help and con- 
sideration. 

Mr. Martin MacDonogh proposed, and Mr. 
Philip O’Gorman seconded, a vote of thanks 
to the Minister of Industry.

TAXI-CAB MURDER. 


REMAND OF SUSPECT IN 
BRIXTON CRIME. 


At Lambeth Police Court, London, yes- 
terday Alexander Campbell Mason, 22, a 
cabinet maker, was remanded for a week, 
charged with the wilful murder of Jacob 
Dickey, a taxi-cab driver, by shooting him at 
Brixton on May 9. 

Detective Inspector Berrit said that when 
he told the prisoner at the police station that 
he would probably be charged with murder he 
replied that he knew nothing whatever about 
it, and was never near Acre lane, the scene 
of the murder, on the night of the crime. 

On Sunday, continued the Inspector, the 
prisoner was placed with thirteen other men 
of simlar appearance and dress at Brixton 
Police Station, and was picked out by Miss 
Elsie Bliss as the man she saw in her garden 
in Acre dane, and whom she afterwards let 
out of her house. Miss Martha Trebel, after 
some hesitation, also picked out the prisoner 
as a man she believed she saw in the garden 
é Acre lane just after the murder had taken 
place.

The Most Rev. Dr. Hackett, Roman Catholic 
Bishop of Waterford and Lismore, who ad- 
ministered Confirmation to about 200 children 
| and some adults at Saints Peter and Paul's, 
Clonmel, addressed a large congregation on 
the conditions prevailing in the country. 

He said that the past few years had been a 
time of street and anxiety for them. Visiting 
the diocese at present there were many things 
which consoled him, and among the features 
which consoled and which brightened the 
prospect was the demeanour of children. 

Everywhere they went in the diocese 
material destruction had been wrought, : tho 
beauty of the country had been destroyed, 
and the commercial life paralysed. One was 
forced to ask the question: ' What was it 
for, what was the, good?” But it was not 
so much with the material destruction he had 
to dea] but with the moral destruction, the 
moral degradation that had taken Ia 
amongst a certain section of people. That 
section was not large, yet it was in existence 
and he found it hard to say, but challenged 
anybody to dispute his nt, that even 
i recent times a certain body 
asserted themselves and declared that to them 
the Law of God does not hold. The law of 
man was ignored, the precepts of the Deca- 
logue did not seem to regulate, or enter 
into their lives. 

He was there to proclaim with all the

They 
had the same guiding force as when they 
were written on the table of stone by the 
unerring hand of God on Mount Sinai. They 
could not be ignored or set aside. It was 
unnecessary for him to justify his statement ;

A WORD TO YOUNG. GIRLS. 

There was one fact, however, that was 
enough to sadden them all and to crush their 
hearts, and it was this: A number of Pomme 

irls seemed to have lost all sense of shame. 
For them modesty seemed a thing of the past. 
And if this unfortanate struggie that was 
going on continued any longer, and if purity 
was not to assert itself and religion did not 
step in, what was to become of Ireland ? Up 
to this Ireland had occupied a proud position 
that the world might envy. Up to this the 
purity of our Irish maidens was a thing 
every Irishman—not to Cu every Írish priest 
or bishop—gleried in. The whole Continent 
looked to them as a moral nation. As their 
bishop, he was sorry to say that that was 
not true to-day. Remember they should give 
their children a chance of being educated as 
they should be; for if they were neglected in 
infancy it was sure things would ‘grow far 
worse as years went on. He hoped that his 
voice would reach those young women, whose 
conduct was an outrage on decency. 

It was too true that through the diocese 
in some places respect for woman was gone 
and respect for virtue, with a certain section, 
was gone. If their young women were not 
made to realise their position, the condition 
of Ireland would be the saddest of the sad. 

During the past twelve months the influence 
of the Seventh Commandment had been very 
slight. For they could not shut their eyes 
to the fact that in addition to the destruction 
that was being carried on there was also 
abroad a wholesale spirit of loot and pillage, 
and, unfortunately, it had not been confined 
to the poorer element, but a portion of the 
better classes had participated in it.

A YEAR OF SUSPENSE. 


THE WORK OF THE CHURCH. 


The Primate, in the course of his address 
to the Synod, said that such a large Synod 
at a time like the present was an encourage- 
ment and a source of strength. (Applause.) 
It showed that in these difficult and anxious 
times the Church was going to carry on her 
work with the old courage and determina- 
tion. It was not an easy task to address 
the Synod at present, when silence and quiet, 
steady work were better than speech. They 
had passed through a very anxious and terrible 
year of suspense and trouble. Tens of 
thousands of all classes and creeds had fled 
from the land; many of the very best were 
gone. Hundreds of the beautiful and charm- 
ing houses which adorned the country were 
laid desolate; households were broken up and 
the members scattered. 

Their Church had suffered especially, 
although all Churches had been impoverished. 
The restraints of religion and morality had 
been relaxed in the general confusion. Their 
hearts went out in deepest sympathy to those 
who had endured loss and privation. In spite 
of all this, there were signs of better things, 
and there could be no doubt that the great 
majority of the people of J:eiand were longing 
for the restoration of order and peace, and 
every’ Gay seemed to show that that feeling 
was having its effect. They all realised that 
there was a movement for the restitution of 
public security. All through that awful period 
the Church had been constant in prayer for 
that very thing, and they hoped and trusted 
that their prayers would be answered. 

RECENT HISTORY. 

The members of the Church had, by 
quiet courage and persistence, taken a noble 
part in the recent history of their country, 
and had shown a splendid spirit. They had 
given their unfailing support to all that made 
ior order, security and public welfare ; steadily 
doing their duty in the most difficult circum 
stances. They had set an example of Christian 
fortitude and true patriotism, and he believed 
that that spirit would, with the blessing of 
God, carry their Church through the troubles 
of the present time. Therein was real ground 
for hope for the future.

ABSTRACT PRINCIPLES. 

In our day the world had been flooded 
with abstract principles. Burke’s teaching 
expressed in the language of our day came 
to this: the way of advance for human society 
was, not the way of revolution, but the 
way of evolution. It was not too much to 
say that there was no one of the man 
abstract principles which had been set forth 
in our day as the cure for the world’s ills, 
which, if applied consistently, would not pro- 
duce a universal devastation. As an illustra- 
tion, he referred to the failure, after the 
most incredible destruction and the most 
awful suffering, of the effort that had been 
made in the largest of European countries 
to carry into effect the abolition of 
“ Capitalism.” 

The only way of advance was to take the 
existing order of things as it stood, and, by 

udent dealing with each need as it arose, 

strive ever for some amelioration in the 
conditions of human life, guided always by 
that law of goodness and truth which found 
its supreme expression in the law of Christ. 
He believed it to be the duty of the Church 
at the present time to do everything in her 
power to turn the minds of men from rash 
adventure, whether in war or in politics, to 
all that made for public stability, and for 
sobriety of thought and conduct. The world 
needed, above all, peace, order, settled 
authority, and the steady and quiet doing of 
daily duty.

The 
most important of the resolutions was the pro- 
vision for the shortening of Morning Prayer 
when it was followed immediately by Holy 
Communion.

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IRISH CHURCH MISSIONS 


ANNUAL REPORT. 

The annual meeting of the Irish Church 
Missions was held in the Mission Building, 
Townsend street, Dublin, yesterday afternoon, 
Mr. W. H. Going presiding. | 

The Chairman said that, meeting there as 
patriots and lovers of their land, they knew 
that the only cure for Ireland’s misery was 
God's open Word—the. open Bible. In 
wherever the Bible was honoured that land 
was blessed, and wherever the Bible was 
ignored there came a curse on the land. It 
was the same everywhere. Men talked of 

ace in Ireland, but there was only one plan 
or peace, and that was God’s plan; the other 
ways were shifting sands. (Applause.) 

The Rev. T. C. Hammond then read the 
statement of accounts, which showed that 
during the year Ireland contributed £1,557 
17s. towards the society. Notwithstanding the 
difficulties attendant on travelling through the 
country and carrying on the society's work, 
there was only a falling off of £65 from the 
grand total of the previous year’s receipts. 
Over 12,000 portions of the Scriptures were 
sold, as compared with about 9,000 the pre- 
vious year. 

Dealing with the state of the country during 
the year, he said that men were driven from 
their homes, which were left im fiames, and 
consequently the work of the Church and of 
all charitable institutions suffered consider- 
ably.

In the Gregg Memorial Hall, Dublin, yes- 
terdav, the annual meeting of the Church of 
Ireland Jews’ Society was held, Mr. R. LI.

The report stated that the income for the 
year amounted to £4,783. The Society’s 
missionary.in Bucharest reported on the work 
carried out amongst the Jewish refuge*s who 
had fied to Rumania from the ‘‘ pogroms”’ 
in the Ukraine. The acquisition of a mission 
house in Belfast, which had made intensive 
work possible in that, centre, was also re- 
vorted. 

Canon Buchanan, in moving the adoption 
oi the report. said he had addressed many 
meetings of Jews, alwavs commencing by 
saying that he was a Christian. He did 
not need to tell them that he came to con- 

+ ~them. There were now thousands of 
Jews going to Palestine. and this movement 
gave a great.ovportrnity to their Society 
The Jews going to Palestine were a new 
type. totally unlike those already in that 
country, and thev wanted to make their 
country a suecessfal one. For such neonle 
the hichest class of missionary would be 
needed. There was no limit to the work 
the Society could do in this creat field. 

The report was adopted, and the meeting 
concluded wi’: a vote of thanks to the 
Chairman. 


SYNOD NOTES. 


A general feeling prevailed that in con- 
sequence of recent troubles the attendance at 
the General Synod this year would be com- 
paratively small. It was, therefore, encourag- 
ing to find the house thronged to the door, 
with a goodly host of clergy and laity. The 
large attendance called forth a strong ex" 
pression of approval from the Primate, as a 
preface to his regular address.

WORKINGMEN’S PENSIONS.

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BELFAST CORPORATION BILL 
PROPOSALS. 

The proposal by the Belfast Corporation to 
grant pensions to working men in their em- 
ployment was examined yesterday by the 
Select Committee of the Northern Parliament 
w: ich is considering the Belfast Corporation 
Bill. 

Mr. J. M. Whitaker, K.C., said the Cor- 
poration sought power to grant pensions to 
working-class employés who srl asó twenty 
years faithíul service. It was contended that 
such employés were as much entitled to pen- 
siohs as were the salaried officials. At, pre- 
sent, out oí 4,152 persons employed by the 
Corporation, only 2,800 were in permanent 
employment, and of that number about 280 
were aged 60 and over. 

Alderman Boyd, giving evidnnce on behalf 
of the Corporation, said there was only a 
small number of men between 60 and 65 
years employed by the Tramways Department, 
and the same was true of the Electricity De 
partment. Very few workers in the Street 
Cleanging Department would. qualify for 
pensions. 

The inquiry was adjourned until to-morrow.

ln the Law Courts, Dublin Castle, yeater- 
day, ithe Lord Chieti Justice delivered judg- 
ment in the county appeal, Viscount De Vesci 
and others (Trustees Langford Moiety) and the 
Dun Laoghaire. Urban District Council v. 
Peter Kenny, appellant. 

The action was broughi to recover possession 
of a house and grounds known as Brooklawn, 
Glasthule, which stands on pari 
scheme by the Dun Laoghaire Council for 
the erection of twenty-five houses: for the 
working classes. The defendant was offered 
alternative accommodation at Windsor terrace, 
but stated that the premises were unsuitable 
on various grounds, principally ‘owing to his 
| wife’s delicate state of health. The Lord Chief 
| Justice intimated at the hearing that he would 
| have the defendani’s wife medically examined, 
and also the premises offered as- alternative 
accommodation, by an independent doctor. 
The doctor reported that the premises were 
found to be suitable, and, notwithstanding the 
defendant’s wife’s . misgivings as to its 
proximity to the sea, the doctor stated that he 
did not consider that it would prove injurious 
to her health, but that, on the contrary, ring 
the summer months it would be beneficial.

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ENGLISH FIRM’S CLAIM, 


In the Chancery Division, the Master of 
the Rolls had before him again the matter of 
Long and Company (Dublin), Ltd., wholessie 
leather merchants, now in liquidation. 

‘Mr. H. Wilson, K.C., who, with Mr. Y. 
Wilson (instructed by Messrs. igsaxwell, 
Weldon and Co.), appeared for the’ liquida- 
tor, referring to the claim of Mesérs. Fox 
and Co., manufacturers of boots and shoes, 
Leicester, in resvect of breach of contract on 
the part of the company, stated that. Messrs. 
Long and Co. had placed an order with 
Messrs. Fox and Co. for boots and .shoes, 
amounting to £359,897, and, owing to the 
state of this country, Messrs. Long and Co. 
were not able to take delivery.of the entire 
amount of the goods which they had ordered, 
and part only of the goods had been de- 
livered. The result was that Fox and Co. 
claimed damages against the company for 
breach of contract, amounting to’ £5,736 2s. 
10d. The liquidator, with the approval of 
the Advisory Committee and the revresenta- 
tives of the general creditors appointed by 
his lordship, had, subject to his lordship’s 
approval, struck £1,500 off the amount 
claimed, which was considered too high 
The liqnidator and everyone else con~erned 
agreed that Fox and Co. should be allowed 
the sum of £4,236. Mr. 8. L. Brown, K.C.. 
wh> appeared for the Advisory - ommittee, 
was unable to be present, but his solicitor, 
Mr Lowe, who was present, would siate 
tha this had the approval of the Advisory 
Committee. :

THE SALE OF A CHAR-A-BANC. 


The hearing was resumed yesterday, before 
Mr. Justice Pim and a city common.jury, of 
an action in which Messrs. Jackson and 
Baker, Ltd., Carlow, claimed £126 6s. 5d. 
against Richard J, Lawson, motor agent, 
Tullow, Co. Carlow, as acceptor of-a bill of 
exchange, dated 8th May, 1922, which was 
dishonoured. The defendant denied that the 
bill was dishonoured, and stated that in 
January, 1921, the defendant purchased from 
the plaintiffs a motor char-a-banc for the sum 
of- £425, and thgt the plaintiffs gave a 
warranty that it was in perfect order. The 
defendant paid £300 of the purchase money. 
and for the balance of £125 accepted a bill 
of exchange drawn by the plaintiffs. De- 
fendant further stated that the char-a-banc 
was. not of the description or quality 
warranted, and counter-clatmed for £400 for 
loss of profit on the ‘use of the char-a-banc, 
expenses -in connection . therewith, | and 
damage to his credit and reputation as a motor 
car propnetor. 

Mr. James Sealy, K.C., and Mr. Thomas 
Bacon (instructed by Mr.  P. J. Byrne) ap- 
peared for the pile and: Mr. . Serjeant 
Hanna and Mr. M. C. Maguire (instructed by 
Messrs. Fullerton and Doyle) appeared for the 
defendant. 

The jury found that the char-a-banc was 
not sold as a complete char-a-banc, 

‘Mr.. Justice Pim declared that that was a 
verdict for the plaintiffs, and entered judg- 
ment for £125 on the claim and counter- 
claim. . 


INJURED IN A RAILWAY 


CARPTAGF. 

The action! in which Mr. Patrick Coleman, 
of Tyrone Cottage, Nenagh, creamery manager, 
claimed damages from the. Great Southern 
and. Western Railway Company, for personal 
injuries sustained owing to -the alleged 
negligence of the compeny, was listed for hear- 
ing yesterday before Mr. Justice Samuels and 
@ city common jury. The plaintiff, in March, 
1922, was travelling in one of the company’s 
trains from Dublin to Nenagn, and when near 
Ballybrophy the slip carriages: became de- 
tached from the rest of the train.
